lating upon that subject. 
The message does say that Legisla- 
tion is necessary to carry the treaties 
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During the time yester-lay when 
Scoville was rending from Guiteau's 
book, Guiteau said: “Sceville, you 
read like a echool-boy. You don't 
put any spirit into it. Let me read.” 

Guiteau then began reading. He 
apologized to the audience, by way of 
preface, by saying, ‘‘Ladies and gen- 
tlemen, I have not had any practice 
for so long that my voice may be a 
little husky; I will, however, do the 
best I can. I hope you will give your 
attention. You will find this very 
interesting reading.” 

Confusion ensued in the rear of the 
Court-room, which greatly annoyed 
Guiteau, and he appealed petulently 
to Judge Cox, saying: “I must have 
order in this room or I cannot be 
heard. Then turning partly round to 
the audience, If any ane wants to go 
out, let them go ont now, but you 
must keep order.” 

Thirty minutes were Ocupied in 
reading, when the hour for recess ar- 
rived, Counsel for prosecutian object- 
ed to reading the entire book, and 
after discussion it was arranged that 
Scoville should mark such passages as 
he intended to rely upon or touch 
upon in his argument, and submit the 
book to the prosecution to-morrow, 
with the understandtng and agree- 
ment between counsel relative fo evi- 
dence of President Arthur, Scoville 
announced the close of the defense. 

At the request of Col. Corkhill, 
Court adjourned until to-day, when 
the prosecution will introduce their 
evidence in rebuttal. 


Arthur on Mormonism. 
Sait Lake, December 7. 

The tone of the President’s mes- 
sage gives great hope to the Gentiles, 
and the Mormons are anxious.

This feeling, however, seems 
confined to those who hope for the 
domination of a faction of the party. 
Republicans generally think the Pres- 
ident means to entirely ignore factions, 
and to heal dissensions, and are glad 
he refrained from saying anything 
that could be seized upon by either 
faction. 

Western Republicans, especially 
those from the gilver-producing States, 
are not pleased atthe recommendation 
to limit silver coinage, but they con- 
| sole themselves with the belief that 
Congress will not carry out that re- 
commendation. 

Secretary Hunt will retain his Cab- 
inet position and James will remain 
until the end of the present fiscal year. 
[t is reported to-night that Kirkwood 
bas also been informed by the Presi- 
dent, that he desires him to remain. 

It is evident that Republicans are 
determined to push the matter of the 
sdmission of Southern Dakota into the 
Union. Senators Windom and Saun- 
ders have introduced bills for this 
purpose. 

The comment on the President's 
message among Senators and Con- 
gressmen of all ‘shades of political 
belief appears to be that it is a very 
able document, There is a general 
agreement that in clearness of style, 
dignity of tone and force, and fresh - 
ness of argument, it is far above the 
average of President’s messages for a 
number of years, and that it indicates 
the possession by its author of a much 
higher grade of ability than has here- 
tofore been commonly attributed to 
him. 


Davis Declares Himself. 
Wasuinatox, December 7. 

When referring to his acceptance of 
the position of President of the Sen- 
ate in his speech to-day, Davis mani- 
fested considerable indignation in al- 
lucing to various newspaper insinua- 
ations that he had sold himself to the 
Republicans. Ile was very emphatic 
in reassuring them that not a single 
word tending to commit himself to the 
Republicans had passed between him 
and them prior to bis acceptance of 
the position. His speech has rendered 
Senate officials and employees happy. 

‘‘Such accusations are made by un- 
worthy minds that would measure the 
integrity of others by their own low 
standard of personal honor. The day 
is drawing near when I shall retire 
from this chamber. My only ambi- 
tion while here is to be instrumental 
in bringing about perfect peace be- 
tween the North and South as the 
vest means of promoting the perma- 
nent prosperity of the whole Union. 

If this experiment of Repablican 
government is to endure and be per- 
petuated, as we all humbly pray God 
it may be for unborn generations, 
then the spirit of forbearance and of 
toleration, in which it was created by 
the patriotism of our fathers must be 
revived and imitated. In no other 
way can that more perfect union, 
which their inspired wisdom formed 
out of a disjointed confederatien, be 
preserved as the shining light ef a 
higher civilization, and as a refuge of 
the oppressed from all nations,
